First his family, then the simple 
folk of the valley and hillside who 
for 20-years regarded hin® as their 
friend and benefactor, will pay their 
tributes of respect. The day's cere- 
monies will end with a burial service 
and interment which will* be attended 
only by relatives and personal friends. 

Funeral Services at Arden. 

Family services’ will he held at 
Arden House at 19 o'clock Sunday 
morning and holy communion will be 
celebrated at 11 o’clock at St. John’s 
Episcopal church, Arden. This service 


will’ be open to emplovees of the estate 
and residents of the neighborhood. 
The Rey. Holmes McGuiness_ rector 
of St. John’s will deliver a memorial 
address. 

The burial service will take place 
at St. John’s at 3 p. m. This will be 
conducted by Rev. William Creswell 
Doane, Episcopal bishop of Albany, 
and Arch Deacon Nelson, of St.

AN STOCK MARKET 


Buoyant Response to. the 
Death of Harriman. 


~~ 


New York, September 10.—Wall 
street's response today to the death of 
EK. H. Harriman was a buoyantly 
strong market, in which securities 
made sensational gains and held them 
the end. The volume of ‘business 
enormous—well over 1,500,000 
shares—and this vast amount the 
better known Harriman stocks, namely 
Union Pacific common and Southern 
Pacific, alone contributed over one- 
third, while other properties in which 
the late magnate was more remotely 
interested added possibly as much 
more to the sum total. 

The duwy resulted in a complete rout 
of the short interest, which was prob- 
ably more extensive than even the 
best informed had imagined. Even 
before the openine here, it was evident 
from the teneyof American securities 
in London that the strongest support 
was forthcoming. 

Harriman Stocks Lead. 

In the advance the Harriman stocks 
were the leaders. 

The Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific trading posts were the center of 
attraction and «the enormous buying 
of both stocks soon caused a hurried 
scramble to cover. 

A brief recession from opening 
prices was halted by a _ semi-official 
announcement that the Kuhn Loeb- 
City Bank interests, “were acting in 
unison” An uplift well above open- 
ing prices followed. 

By this time the bears were in a 
state of utter demoralization and it 
is said a number of private settlemets 
were made by over-extended “shorts.” 

While the Harriman stocks were 
soaring, Wall street was teeming with 
rumors, some of which hinted at a 
contest for control of the Union Pa- 
elfic road. 

None took these rumors very se- 
riously, but attegtion was paid to per-

sistent reports that J. P. Morgan &, 


Co. were buying heavily of Union Pa- 
cific shares and that arrangements for 
taking a member of the Morgan firm 
into the Union Pacific executive com- 
mittee were already completed. This 
was neither denied nor confirmed au- 
thoritatively. 
Pace Maintained toe End. 

The market's rapid pice was main- 
tained to the end when the short cov- 
ering was estimated at from 200,000 to 
590,000 shares. 

There is little doubt of 
the day's operations in- 
vestment buying. 

Meetings of the Union Pacific and 
Southern éPacific boards of directors 
will probably be held next Monday, 
and it is believed that something more 
than expressions of regret at the 
death of Mr. Harriman wiil then en- 
gage the attention of the directors. 

A noteworthy event in the stock 
market was a new high record for 
United States Steel common, which 
touched $0 3-8, 1-8 above its best pre-

Grave in Solid Rock, 

Seventy men toiled on the Arden 
hillside in the pouring rain all dav 
today. preparing for the funeral of 
their Iate master. Six were blasting 
a grave from the solid rock of the 
private graveyard near St. John’s 
chur¢h; the others were smoothing the 
three miles of road over which the 
body will be carried to its last resting 
place. All afternoon the Sabbah-like 
stillness of the green hillside was 
broken by the noise of explosions. 

The grave is being blasted and 
quarried out of the blue stone which 
lies but a few inches below the sur- 
face of the ground. After the top 
layer of earth was scraped away an 
automobile brought drills and pgwder 
from the top of the hill and the work- 
men began their toilsome progress 
through the rock. The task will not 
be finished until some time tomorrow.

No Fear as to Service in the 
City, but Cannot Haul Crowds

An insight of Atlanta’s 
growing population was brought out 
most strikingly yesterday afternoon by 
President P. S. Arkwright, of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company, 
when he stated to the executive com- 
mittee in charge of Automobile Week 
in Atlanta that on Labor day this com- 
pany handled 213,000 passengers. 

This was brought out during the dis- 
cussion which was held between this 
executive committee, of which Colonel 
F. J. Paxon is chairman, ahd President 
Arkwright and Vice President W. H. 
Glenn, who sat with the committee by 
request. 

The subject under discussion was 
the preparations to handle the crowds 
which are to be in Atlanta during Au- 
tomobile Week, when it is estimated 
there will be from 30,000 to 100,000 vis- 
itors daily. 

Crowds from the Track. 

President Arkwright stated the street 
car company had no fear as to han- 
dling the city crowds, and cited the 
fact the company hauled 213,000 peo- 
ple on Monday—Labor dav—but that 
the serious problem wouid be the han- 
dling of the crowds to and from the 
automobile races, and particularly from 
the races. 

He stated that the company. in an- 
ticipation of the service expected, had 
doubdle-tracked the entire line to Hape- 
ville,-and had put on a double sched- 
ule, taking all of the current the wires 
could carry. The committee was in- 
formed the Central of Georgia is to 
operate 100 cars on shuttle trains be- 
tween Atlanta and the race track, and 
the West Point Route expected to do 
the same thing, 

The three,.it is estimated, will han- 
die all together 20,000 people an hour 
from the track into the city.

Peary Took Cook's Provisions. 

“Dr. Cook. is correct in stating 
Peary took his provisions after 
steamer Erik, returned to Brigus last 
fall. Three of her crew who be- 
to Brigus told me that * when 
Peary arrived at Etah that summer he 
took possession of all the stores I 
had left there the previous fall for 
Cook, against his return from the 
north. These men say they helped to 
move the stuff from where I left it. 
The men are now on the Labrador 
coast. This supply consisted of two 
dory loads of stores, food and Kkero- 
sene, which our crew pijled on the 
beach and then placed’ the dories over, 
bottom up. piling stones around and 
above them to make a cacliie. 

“At Annatook, thirty miles north, 
where Cook landed, I had previously

Cook and five tons of hard coal. Our 
vessel, the. John.R. Bradley, was iaden 


with stores and ten tons of hard coal. 

“When Cook landed, we gave him 
half the coal and the stores, except 
what we required to bring us home. 
Coo keould not steal Peary’s provi- 
sions, because Peary had none on any 
part of the coast, having used up all 
the provisions le@® there by previous 
expeditions in his 1905-06 trip.” 

When seen tonight, Richard Pike, 
chief enginéer of the steamer Erik, 
which gerved as an auxiliary vessel for 
Commander Peary last year, by con- 
veyving stores and coal to Etah to sup- 
plement those on the Roosevelt, sid 
that Peary himself did not take © k's 
provisions, nor were they put on board 
Peary'’s ship. Pike said: 

Denial Made by Pike. 

“Peary left two men of the Roose- 
velt, the boatswain and one of the fire- 
men, with the immense accumulation of 
supplies which hé left at Etah when 
the Roosevelt went north and the Erik 
came south. These rien, apparently in 
mistake, took some of Cook's stores 
that were also cached there.” 

Another member of the Erik’s crew 
who refused to have his name publish- 
ed, said tonight that the stores were 


taken by an understanding with 
Francke, Cook's assistant, in part pay- 
ment for his passage from Etah to the 
United »States. The stock of iovry, 
furs. skins and curios which Francke 
and Cook had accumulated were ac- 
cepted as the equivalent of passage 
money. he said. The se&man stated 
that at that time Cook was regarded 
as dead, as he had been missing and 
his stores and belongings were re- 
garded as legitimately available for 
this purpose. Francke, he added, was 
given to understand that in return for 
these gifts, a relief expedition would 
be organized as a sort of side line by 
the Roosevelt's crew to search for 
Cook and bring him back should he

Papers of Paris Show Tendency 
to Criticize Story of Trip to 
the North Pole as Given by 
Commander Peary ---- What 
They Say.

Paris, September 10.—The first in- 
staliment of Commander Peary's re- 
cital of his expedition to the North 
Pole, published in a special-edition of 
The Matin today, had an enormous 
sale. As notice was given that the 
article was copyrighted, the other 
newspapers handled it with care, but 
in their comment there is noticeable a 
disposition to criticise. This is per- 
haps due to the fact that Commander 
Peary’s reflections upon Dr. Cook are 
considered ungenerous. 

The Temps is especially caustic and 
says that the first part of Peary's 
recital is really favorable to Dr. Cook. 

Men On Equal Footing. 

It says that Peary’s story is obscure 
and even inconsistent, pointing out 
particularly that whereas his diary 
up to March 15 is scrupulously pre- 
cise, thereafter it shows a hiatus and 
the dates are obscured and confusing. 
For instance, when the story stops, 
Captain Bartlett had been sent back. 

“The expedition was then in 87.48 
and still far from the Pole,” The 
Temps says. “Peary now proceeds 
alone and whatever’ suspicion -was 
raised against Dr. Cook is equally ap- 
plicable to him. Peary’s recital up to 
the present time offers nothing more 
worthy of credence than Cook's. If it 
is true, as affirméd, that polar obses- 
sion creates a sort of madness, any 
hypothesis, even the most unfavorable, 
is permissible against both explorers.” 

The Figaro says: 

“Nothing is more painful than the 
spectacle of this controversy on the 
threshold of glory. It embarrasses 
the sympathy which naturally goes 
out to these two great men. Return- 
to civilization, they encounter 
jealousy, envy, calumny, ignoble bick- 
ering and hatred of success: they be- 
come the prey of parlor explorers and 
servants who raise objections. where 
they risked their lives. Their caviling 
is not ended. Their affirmations will 
be discussed and weighed by societies 
and savants with a keen desire to find 
them wrong and convict them of false. 
hood.”

Times. Yesterday The Times obtained 
a temporary’ § injunction restraining 
The Sun and The World from printing 
any of Peary’s cabled account of his 
discovery, which he had agreed to fur- 
nish exclusively to The Times, but the 
court held today that The Times’ 
copyright was not legally hole-proof, 
and dissolved the restraining order. 

The Sun and World on Thursday ob- 
tained by way of London, where it ap- 
peared in The London Times, by agree- 
ment with The New York Times, a ver- 
batim account of Peary’s brief resume 
of his discovery, and printed it here. 

Immediately The Times t6ok legal 
steps to stop this, but has failed in so 
far as Judge Hand's decision goes. 

A copy of Peary’s contract, which 
was submitted to the court, set forth 
that the explorer received $4,000 from 
the newspaper, to be considered as a 
loan, which was to be repaid out of 
the proceeds of The Times syndicate 
accounts of his discovery.

Jesup, Ga., September 10.—(Special.) 
Marshal G. B. Pope dropped dead here

PAID BY THE

FINANCIERS 


.OF ALL PARTS OF WORLD 


London, September 10.—The death of 
E. H. Harriman has caused very gen- 
eral regret throughout the financial 
district of London, where his work in 
building’ up the railway system in 
America which he controlled has been 
greatly admired. 

Many of the best known financiers 
of London, including Lord Rothschild, 
are at present out of the city, but 
Leopold Rothschild said today: 

“As we had not the pleasure of Mr. 
Harriman’s acquaintance, ,it would be 
presumptuous in us to say more than 
that we regret the loss of a very 
great man.” 

Sir Feliex Shuster and other finan- 
ciers expressed regret at the passing 
of Mr. Harriman, but agreed that any 
great slump in prices was unlikely, as 
it was certain that Mr. Harriman’s vast 
interests would be looked after by able 
men, and that American bankers and 
financiers would support the market 
should any alarm develop. ’ 

Murray Gives Praise. 

Chicago, September 10.—Speaking of 
the death of the late E. H. Harriman, 
President Oscar G. Murray, of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad, who is here 
on an inspectidn trip, said: 

‘In Mr. arriman the commercial 
and financial worlds, and particularly 
the railroads. have lost a most active, 
efficient, courageous and successful 
man. He quickly grasped what was 
necessary to expand and enhance the 
business of the country. He was 4 
hard fighter, firm.and decisive, but al- 
ways fair. His policies, which are 
now thoroughly’ understood and ap- 
preciated, will have an extended and 
continuous influence. Many men en- 
gaged in works in which he was in- 
terested are sufficiently trained there- 
in, and know how to carry on to com- 
pletion the enterprise which he 
originated.

Super- 
intendent McClellan, on their behalf, 
asked the newspaper men at Turner 
this morning to make no attempt to 
reach the house. Hg said that for a 
day or tw6 the dead man’s nearest 
relatives who are gathered at the Ar- 
den house preferred to receive no vis- 
itors of either condolence or business. 

Courage of Harrimaasa. 

New York, September 10.—With the 
passing of E. H. Harriman from the 
realm of business, where he had long 
occupied a dominant position, achieved 
by remarkable genius and intense en- 
ergy, the attention of hosts of his 
friends and admirers turned today to 
the stricken fdmfly in the silent house 
on Tower Hill, at Arden. 

The magnificant courage with which 
Mr. Harriman faced the unconquera- 
ble enemy was characteristic of the 
man, and stirred the emotions not only 
of those who had been ciose to the 
railroad financier, but elicited. trib- 
utes from men who hag been his op- 
ponents in many a business fray. Al- 
most to the very last, the mind of the 
man who had never given up in de- 
feat continued actively directing the 
great business he had built up. His 
last instructions were delivered to a 
subordinate only a few hours before 
his death. 

Vigil is Maintained. 

Constant vigil had been maintain- 
ed at the Harriman home all during 
the night preceding his death, for the 
members of his family realized that 
only the stern will-power of the man 
sustained him in the unequal fight he 
was waging. A crisis was anticipated 
at any moment, but Mr. Harriman’s 
cheerful optimism, abundantly  ex- 
pressed when he returned from §Eu- 
rope to take, as he said, the “after- 
cure,” gave hope that he might yet 
Survive the critical stage. 
Ex-Judge Robert S. Lovett, vice 
president of the Union Pacific, and one 
of Mr. Harriman's closest associates. 
remained at the hall all Wednesday 
night. Although the patient's vitality 
was at a low stage, and he was suf- 
fering from a high fever, he revived a 
trace yesterday morning and endeav- 
ored to cheer his despairing wife and 
children. 
“Don't worry, my dear,’ 
his daughter, Miss Mary Harriman, 
am going to get well.” 
Some hours later it became apparent 
that the end of the brilliant career was 
approaching, and the members of Mr. 
Harriman’s fam" were summoned to 
the bedside. There, according to one 
of those present, the scene enacted 
was most affecting, as the husband 
and father bade his wife and children 
goodby. With unfaltering courage. 
but ebbing strength, he clasped hands 
with all for the last time, embraced 
them, spoke words of cheer to his 
wife and daughters, and of advice to 
his sons, Roland and Averell. Roland, 
the youngest son, who had been his 
father’s constant companion during his 
iliness, was shaking with sobs as his 
father clasped him in his arms and 
whispered the farewell words. 
Ramors in Wall Street. 

2 o'clock Wall street heard 

the financier was dead, 

but that the statement to that effect 
would not be given out until the 
stock exchange session ended. A tele- 
phone call to the Harriman home at 
1:45 brought a positive denial of the 
report of Mr. Harriman’s death. 

The general opinion in financial clr- 
cles this morning was that the busi- 
ness world was prepared for the shock 
of Mr. Harriman’s passigg. So firm 
was believed to be the foundation he 
had established for the business 
structure hs reared that little or no 
apprehension was expressed. It Was 
pointed out that the railroad bullder 
had placed at the head of the vari- 
ous properties he controlled men in 
whom he had confidence, and who 
doubtless had instructions to pursue 
the policies which had carried the 
Harriman enterprises to success. 

It is the general belief that over- 
work was the cause of Mr. Harriman’s 
death. There was some malady of the 
digestive organs, which, it is under- 
stood. was never positively Gi:iagnosed, 
and the precise nature of which 
never will be known. There is to be 
no autopsy. The funeral services will 
be held at Arden Sunday afternoon at 
4-30, and will be strictly private.

Nor is it the former governor's let- 
ter which brings the question now to 
the commission’s attention, but the 
complaint of the Milledgeville | Com- 
press Company against the Central 
of Georgia and the Georgia railroad, 
which was argued before the commis- 
sion a few days ago. 

What Complainants Ask, 

In this case the complainants asked 
the commission to require these rail- 
road companies to put in established 
rates on cotton, both compressed and 
“soft,” from Milledgeville to the ports, 
a request which not only involves the 
particular rates asked, but which 
opens up the whole question of rates 
on cotton between other points and 
the ports, and the question of diffter- 
ential rates on compressed and uncom- 
pressed or soft cotton. 

Not only this, but there is involved 
also the question of the relations be- 
tween the railroad companies of the 
state and certain compressing com- 
panies in which it is alleged the ralil- 
roads grant certain privileges to some 
companies of this kind which they now 
refuse to grant to others, notably the 
Milledgeville company. 

It will be apparent that the case is 
one of wide and significant importance 
and the commission has, therefore, set 
it down for a special hearing on No- 
vember 10, giving more than the full 
thirty days’ notice required by law to 
all parties who may be interested. 

Cotton exchanges, boards of trade 
and other organizations which may 
be interested in the general subject are 
also invited to appear and present such 
evidence as may be relevant. 

The Commission’s Order. 

The railroad commission’s order fix- 
ing a special hearing on this subject 
is as follows:

MILITARY COURT 
TO CLOSE TODAY 


Believed Lieut. 
hurst and Private Elam 
Will Be Acquitted.

The general court-martial which has 
been in sesison at Fort McPherson since 
Monday morning, will this morning 
conclude the third and last case which 
was ordered before it, that of Private 
Grover Elam, charged with manslaugh- 
ter, growing out of the shooting and 
death of Private Edward Coulter. The 
other two cases, which preceded it, 
were those of First Lieutenant Basil 
G. Moon,. coast artillery corps, triea 
Monday, for failing to return, when or- 
dered, four books borrowed from the 
j Coast Artillery school, at Fort Monroe. 
and that of Lieutenant L. W. Hazel- 
hurst, of the Seventeenth infantry, on 
trial Tuesday and Wednesday on the 
Same charge as Private Elam. and 
growing out of the same shooting. 

Lieutenant Moon pleaded guilty to the 
charges and specifications in his case. 
Elam entered a plea of not guilty. 

Shooting of Coulter. 

It is recalled that on August 7, when 
Lieutenant Hazelhurst was tn com- 
mand of the patrol, with Privates Elam 
and Smith, they went to arrest Privates 
Coulter and Pinkston at a near beer 
saloon, just outside Fort sficPherson. 
The alarm was given, and the men be- 
gantorun. They were ordered to halt 
and Pinkston did so. Coulter kept run- 
ning. He was repeatedly orderd to halt. 
Seeing his prisoner about to. escape. 
Elam asked Lieutenant Hazelhurst if 
he must fire. “Yes,” he replied, “shoot 
in the air.’’ 

Klam fired and Coulter was fatally 
wounded. 
“fire in the air.” Lieutenant Hazel- 
hurst, through counsel, accepted the 
Statement of Private Elam, and so his 
case was argued and concluded. Tie 
testimony at both trials was practically 
the same, and hence the latter was 
concluded jin short order. 

Captain Preston Brown represented 
Lieutenant Hazelhurst. Lieutenant Lee 
A, Dewey, of the Seventeenth,, repre- 
Senting Private Elam, will conclude 
the defense of his client. Captain H. 
A. White, of the Eleventh cavalry, 
judge advocate, will speak for the 
army, setting forth the law on the 
subject. The decision of the court will 
go to Brigadier General Mills, com- 
mander of the Department of the Gulf, 
for final review, unless ‘‘dismissal’’ is 
recommended, and then the cases have 
to go to the president. Those who fol- 
lowed the case predict acquittal for 
Lieutenant Hazelhurst and Private 
Elam, and a reprimand for Lieutenant 
Moon. 

The court will look over the steno- 
graphic report before adjourning to 
return to their several posts.

WHAT GEORGIA IS LOSING THROUGH DELAY. 


There is a text in the dispatch from Colorado Springs announcing pay- 
ment to the state of $75,410.89 inheritance tax upon the estate of the late 
General William J. Palmer, a pioneer railroad builder in the west, which 
might form the basis of an appropriate financial sermon to Georgia and 
her general assembly. 


which inheritance laws are now at work. 

Georgia is not one of these, but remains among the ten still on the wait- 
ing list, the legislature not having acted upon the suggestion of Governor 
Brown for an inheritance tax law. 

There has been more talk in the last twelve months, perhaps, than ever 
before about the poverty of Georgia’s resources, inability to meet promptly 
the payments due the common schools and the like; yet here is a legitimate 
and valuable source of revenue which, year after year, has been persistently 
and systematically ignored. 

There are many splendid features about an inheritance tax, not least 
among which is the fact that it deprives no one of any part of the preduct 
of his own labor. 

A tax on inheritance is but toll the state exacts from a gift, and the 
man to whom the property goes and who has not participated in its accu- 
mulation, feels it just about as much as does the winner of a fifty-dollar jack- 
pot when a blue chip is dropped into the ‘‘kitty.’’ 

Thirty-six states have established ‘‘kitties,’’ which have been generously 
fattened by the small but persistent ‘‘take-out” which the heir to wealth 
never really misses. 

The fact that the inheritance tax has been, in a measure, pre-empted 
by the states really prevented its adoption as a national tax at the extra 
session of congress but recently adjourned. 

Possibly, it may yet become a national tax, but if it does not—and the 
possibilities are against it—it will be because the states desire what there 
is in this source of revenue for themselves, leaving the national government 
to devise other forms of revenue raising. 

During the last fiscal year eighteen of the thirty-six states which tax 
inheritances received nearly $12,000,000 from this source, an average of 
some $650,000 each—an average which, it is true, is considerably enlarged 
by the more than $5,000,000 annual income to New York state. 

Here are the figures showing the receipts from this tax in these eighteen 
states for the last year:

HOME TRAINING FOR TEMPERANCE. 


That wes a wise suggestion the committee on temperance of the Stone 
Mountain Baptist Association included in its latest :eport, 

Temperance, it solemnly warned the Baptist brethren, must come 
through training in the home, the school and the church. Probibitory laws 
are, and always must remain, it admits, secondary in point of effective- 
ness. 

Temperance is the object of all prohibition enactments, 
ardent temperance advocates favor drastic prohibitio. laws. 
The report of the temperance committee declared: 


Your committee desires, in the broader consideration of the subject, to im- 
press the fact that Christians must not exp=—. that the law, however strongly 
supported by Baptist sentiment, can do the deeper, more abiding work of tem- 
perance. The scriptures speak of ‘““‘What the law cannot do.’ There are some 
things the prohibition law cannot do—it cannot take the place of the home or 
the school. Above all, it cannot take the place of the gospel in the inculcation 
of temperance as a principle of character. The law can help, but the teaching 
of temperance must be instilled in the heart. 

The speeches indorsing the report disclosed the fear that an effort 
will be made next year at the ballot box to break down the state law. 
The Baptists were warned to be on the alert and tot permit the election 


of a governor or general assembly who would admit of any tampering with 
the present law. 

But more important than all, and of deeper lasting merit, is the policy 
announced by the Baptists in the matter of home training, school training 
and church training in the law of TEMPERANCE.

THINKS ABOUT DR. BRADLEY 


Dr. J. W. Hurt, a well-known phy- 
Bician of the city, who is evidently One 
of the “staunch old Methodists,” about 
whom he writes, sends a communica- 
tion to The Constitution in regard to 
the withdrawal of Dr. Bradley from 
the Methodist Episcopal church. Dr. 
Hurt’s communication is as follows: 

“To the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South.—Greeting: I see from The At- 
lanta Constitution of September 9 that 
Dr. Stiles Bradley, of St. Louis, has 
tendered his’ resignation to the 
southern Methodist church to accept a 
call from the Congregational de- 
nomination at Worcester, Mass. It is 
my good fortune to know Dr. Bradley, 
and I must say that I do not know a 
more genial; lovable man. He is my 
friend, and to know him is to love him, 
and I hope for him all the success and 
happiness that may be in store for 
him. I congratulate the Congregation- 
al denomination upon having gained 
such a brainy, affable gentleman, and, 
At the same time, rejoice and thrice 
congratulate the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, that he has left it. I do 
not consider it at all remarkable that 
the doctor left the Methodist and went 
to the Congregational, for his teach- 
ings have been more in accord with 
the latter for some time. 

“I think the only mistake the doctor 
made was not in going before the 
charge of heresy was brought against 
him in 1905. I take the position that 
if a Methodist minister who does not 
believe and teach the doctrine as laid 
Gown by the Methodist church, and 
which he subscribed to, should be hon- 
est and man enough to give up his 
credentials, and if he feels called to 
preach go to the church that teaches 
as he believes, and if he fails to find 
Buch a chur Jen start one of his

®ees fit. There has, of late years, crept 
into the Methodist church quite a good 
deal of heresy, both in pulpit and pew, 
and it has been brought in through 
the pulpit, and it will take the 
church for years to get over it. This, 
I think, is a very serious condition, 
and if the bishops and church con- 
ferences won't put a stop to it, then 
the laity should rise in their might, 
take this grim monster by the throat, 


and say, ‘Away with it, away with it.’

RE SANE MEN 
LPT IN ASYLUM? 


Investigating Committee 
Will Try to Find Out. 


Report Reaches Members That 
Some Patients Are Forced 
Into Asylum Who Have No 
Business There to Gratify 
Spite or Selfish Plans. 


SearchMg inquiry will be made by 
members of the investigating commit- 
tee of the general assembly into the 
sensational reports that have recently 
been circulated that a number of per- 
sOns are now confined at the state san- 
itarium who ought not, under any cir- 
‘umstances, to be there. 

Rumors of this character have 
reached members of the investigating 
committee, and been communicated to 
the governor. All such reports will be 
thoroughly investigated, and every ef.- 
fort made to establish the truth or 
faisity of these gruesome charges. 

The members of the investigating 
committee realize that this will be a 
most delicate and difficult matter, but 
they do not propose to shirk their task. 
They realize that in every such hos- 
pital numbers of patients in their lucid 
intervals imagine themselves perfectly 
rational, and assume that the visitors 
are the crazy individuals. 

Thought Legislators Nutty. 

An amusing story is told of the visit 
of the sanitarium committee to Mil- 
ledgeville last summer. ‘An inmate in 
one of the upper windows of the san- 
itarium yelled to another patient: 

“Hey, there’s a whole bunch of new 
ones down there, and they certainly 
look nutty.” 

There is hardly a sanitarium for the 
insane in the*country about which 
there do not hover weird and uncanny 
stories of persons confined through 
spite of relatives and forced to spend 
many years, and possibly the _ re- 
mainder of their lifetime, simply to 
gratify a selfish desire to have them 
out of the way. This is particularlv 
true of senile people who have become 
a burden. Similar stories have been 
circulated about inmates in the sani- 
tarium at Milledgeville. 

This is possibly the largest single 
institution of its kind in the world. 
The Manhattan state hospital in New 
York has a few more patients, having 
4,377, whereas the Milledgeville san- 
itarium has 3.083. 

Eplileptics to Be Segregated. 

In addition to those violently insane, 
it has been the custom to send feeble- 
minded persons, idiots and epileptics to 
the sanitarium. Here they are confined 
with the more dangerously insane, and 
not segregated as it is claimed they 
should be. ge 

There are now 325 epileptics at the 
institution, 154 idiots and 52 feeble- 
minded children. It is insisted that 
these 53! patients have no place in 
the wards with insane patients. 

Per Capita Cost of Patients. 

Another point which the committee 
proposes to investigate very carefullv 
is the claim that the patients are cared 
for at an average cost of 34 cents per 
day. Several members of the commit- 
tee express doubts that patients could 
be given proper nourishment. care and 
guarding for this very nominal sum.

If the committee believes there is a 
reasonable doubt as to the sanity of 
any of the patients, they will attempt 
to remove that doubt, even if it is 
necessary to call in expert alienists 
from a distance to accomplish that 
result.

MEXICAN DISTRICT 
VISITED BY FLOOD 


Scores of Laborers Lose 
Their Lives in the 
Waters. 


Mexico City, September 10.—Another 
terrible flood has visited the Jamilte- 
pec district in the state of Oaxaca. 
Sugar plantations and mills have been 
destroyed, hundreds ‘of head of cattle 
have been killed and scores of farm 
laborers have lost their lives in the 
waters. The scene of this latest inun- 
dation is in the southern part of the 
republic, many miles from Monterey 
and Tamaulipas. The Atyoaic river 
overflowed its banks and swept miles 
of a rich country with devastating 
force. The Jamiltepec district is one 
of the richest on the Pacific coast, and 
it is said that 100,000 persons will suf- 
fer from this most recent flood. owing 
to the great area of land laid to waste. 
The initial overflow of the Atyoaic 
river wag caused by a cloudburst. The 
Situation in the northern part of the 
republic is still serious, in spite of 
the fact that the ffood sufferers in the 
state of Tamaulipas are receiving their 
first relief. 

News of a number of 
Americans reached here 
seems that the Presbyterian 
school at San Juan has been 
since the flood. A party under the 
leadership of W. A. Ross is to go to 
the rescue. The puplls and teachers are 
reported to be safe, although suffering 
from want of food.

Market Closed Steady, Net 
Unchanged to Five Points 
Higher---Spot Quiet. 


New York, September 10.—An early 
decline in the cotton market was fol- 
lowed by a sharp rally, but the ad- 
vance was not fuly maintained, the 
close being steady, net unchanged to 5 
points higher. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 4@6 points and sold 6 to 7 
points new lower during the first few 
minutes under lower Liverpool cables, 
renewed liquidatiqn and bear pressure. 
But Wall street liquidation, which 
had been apprehended, did not de- 
velop, the stock market showed firm- 
ness and the decline to 12.29 for De- 
cember, or 51 paints Beiow the high 
level of Wednesday, attracted a good 
deal of covering. This steadied the 
market and as soon as prices started 
to rally bulls became more aggressive 
and the market during the afternoon 
sold up to a net gain of 9@15 points. 
The advance was led by October and 
Was encouraged by numerous southern 
wires claiming fhat interior holders 
were not following the decline in fu- 
tures and reports of a better demand 
from eastern spinners. Realizing by 
early buyers for a turn checked t 
advance and the market later sold of 
several points from the best under a 
renewal of bear pressure.

STOCKS’ SKYROCKET 
SURPRISED BEARS 


Action of Market Shows No 
Parallel on a Great Fi- 
nancier’s Death. 


New York, September 10.—The annals 
of the New York stock exchange show 
no parallel for the action of the market 
today following the death of E. H. Har- 
riman. There have been instances 
where due preparation, in anticipation 
of the death of an important capitalist, 
has absorbed the shock so far as to 
minimize its bad effects on the .stock 
market. while in other cases demoral:- 
zation has followed, as on the sudden 
death of the’ late ex-Governor Flower, 
in the midst of his conduct of a violent 
speculation. But for today’s excited 
upshot of prices there is no parallel. 
Some of the principal reasons for the 
movement are not obscure, although 
the observers yesterday who predicted 
a rise in prices today were frankly re- 
garded as extremists. The principal 
agents in the violent advance in prices 
and the acute sufferers undoubtedly 
were those who had presumed to sell 
stocks short on the assumption that 
holders of shares in the Harriman prop- 
erties would rush them to sale at a 
sacrifice when Mr. Harri n’s death 
occurred. Some of this class persisted 
in this view to the etxent of making 
short sales of these stocks when they 
saw a buoyant rise at the opening of 
the New York stock market this morn- 
ing. Their supposition was that this 
advance had been brought about by ar- 
tificial measures tq reassure senUment 
and to facilitate further liquidation of 
sales. The short sellers became con- 
vinced before the first hour of the mar- 
ket was over that the resistance shown 
by prices was too strong to overcome. 
Their precipitate rush to buy stocks 
had much to do with the rocket-like 
flight of the later price movement in 
Union Pacific. The discomfiture of 
the bears in Union Pacific was mate- 
rially increased by the announcement 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the recognized 
bankers of the Union Padific company, 
that they, the national bank interests, 
and other leading interests are acting 
in harmony in Union Pacific affairs. 

The deep influence of the announce- 
ment of sentiment must find its expla- 
nation in sinister rumors which have 
been circulated ever since the severer 
stages of Mr. Harriman’s iliness, that 
his properties were being raided and 
that a breach was threatened qamongst 
fie controling powers in the property 
which might have widespread effects 
throughout the financial fabric. The 
short annoancement from the bankers 
was accepted as a proclamation of the 
baselessness of these suppositions, and 
an assurance that if any breach was 
ever threatened, the differences had 
‘been healed. 

The inference went with the an- 
nouncement of an intention to carry 
forward Mr. Harriman’s pans regard- 
ing the properties brought under his 
control or influence. The plans are so 
extensive, involve so Jarge a list of 
properties, shares in which, moreover, 
have been the subject of active spec- 
ulation on the strength of these plans, 
that a marked revulsion of feeling was 


the consequence of quieting the fears) 


caused by Mr. Harriman’s decline in 
health, that the plans would be aban- 
doned. There was a short time early 
today when American securities show- 
ed some signs of depression in the 
London market. This was before day 
had broken in New York, and long be- 
fore trading began in the New York 
stock exchange American securities 
showed substantial advances in Lon- 
don. It happened, therefore, that ar- 
rangements to support the market here 
in the event of weakness proved un- 
calted for. The market, in fact, never 
touched the price level at which these 
conditional buying orders were placed. 
The resistance shown by prices had 
the effect of restoring to full play the 
feeling of confidence in the g00d pros- 
pect for general business. It was felt 
that the removal of a dread ofa shock 
from this deplored death would bring 
investors who had been dissuaded from 
taking securities by the dread of its 
effect. An advance in the price of 
steel bars during the day by the United 
States Steel Corporation, which brought 
it back to the level of before the 
February cut, was a factor in the rise 
in that stock to a new record price 
Prospects of a heavy decrease in the 
cash reserves of the banks this week 
was ignored and the Stock market 
maintained its aggressive strength up 
to the end.
